His statement follows: 

Ewing's Statement. 

“In Chief Poole’s desperation, 
has persuaded the chairman of the 
police board.

Vaughan call at my grocer’s, Bu- 
ehanan and Shelton, to inquire if 
I had purchased supplies for the 
bunco men. 

“When Dr. Vaughan received the 
information from these parties that 
they never heard of any bunco gang, 
but that I had sent a couple of 
chickens to the Sans Souci hotel, 
why didn’t Dr. Vaughan also have 
Poole publish the fact that my ac- 
count in part is unpaid at this 
store. Possibly if I had the money 
that Payne, Waggoner and others 
had, this account would not be 
standing. 

“Do you think the public of At- 
lanta is going to stand for a white- 
wash which you are now planning

COUNCIL WILL Bt 
ASKED TO BROADEN 
COMMITTEE PROBE 


Conduct of Police Board 
and Other Persons In- 
volved May Be Included 
in the Investigation. 


GAMING OPERATIONS 
TO BE BARED TONIGHT 


Black Will Offer Wit- 
nesses to Show That De- 
tectives Knew of It, But 
Kept Hands Off. 


Authority for the councliimanic 
probe committee to extend the scope 
of its investigation to include po- 
lice board officials or any other 
persons against whom charges have 
hbeen-_made in connection with the 
inqtiiry begun by the committee last 
week into alleged inefficiency of 
the police and detective depart- 
ments dealing with operations of 
the bunco gang, will be asked ina 
resolution to be introduced in city 
council this afternoon. 

A council representative, who de- 
clined to permit his name used, said 
Sunday that he had been approached 
about. introduging ‘the paper and 
would probably @o so. “The probe 
ought to be broad enough to hit 
the police board and every other 
person under charges in connection 
with the council investigation,” he 
said and expressed the belief that 
the resolution will be adopted. 

Eugene R. Black, counsel em- 
ploved by a citizens’ committee to 
assist Solicitor-General John A. Boy- 
kin, refused to say Sunday whether 
his plan of prosecution wou!d be 
in the event the resolu- 
tlon passes, merely stating: “I do 
not care to anticipate what our 
course would be.” 

Plans Gambling Probe. 

After having offered before the 
committee evidence to show unham- 
pered operation of the bunco gang 
here, the next step planned by Mr. 
Black when the probers resume the 
hearing Monday night at 7 o’elock 
is to take up gambling in Atlanta 
and to reveal by witnesses its or- 
ganized existence with the knowl- 
edge of the detective department. 

Mr. Black stated that testimony 
Will be introduced to prove that a 
gambling house was operated at the 
San Souci hotel, 59 Cone street; 
that it was regularly visited by 
many for the purpose of gambling 
and that it was never raided.

Enough evidence was introduced 
at the first week of the probe to 
prove incompetence of the detec- 
tive department, according to Mr. 
Black, who plans to go on piling 
up cumulative proof this week.

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TRADE IMPOSSIBLE 


WITH RUSS SOVIET, 
DECLARES HUGHES 


Secretary of State Tells 
Gompers Conditions Pro- 
hibit the Resumption of 
Trade With Russia. 


PURCHASING POWER 
OF RUSSIA NEGLIGIBLE 


No Likelihood of Change 
for Better Under Present 
Political and Economic 
Regime. 


Washington, April 17.—Secretary 
Hiughes, writing to Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, who asked for 
a statement of “the facts’ regard- 
ing Russia, indicates definitely that 
there is no prospect of a resump- 
tion of relations with the United 
States while the soviet political and 
economic system remains. 

The letter of the secretary of 
state makes direct reply to various 
statements characterized as prop- 
aganda, which contend that resump- 
tion of relations, trade or political, 
with the soviets would open a great 
current of trade of advantage to 
the United States and that large 
shipments of Russian gold have al- 
ready been made to other countries 
in payment for goods. 

Soviet Russia, Secretary Hughes 
declares, is a “gigantic economic 
vacuum,” and he adds that “no evi- 
dence exists that the unfortunate 
situation is likely to be alleviated 
so long as the present political and 
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economic system continues:' 
No Purchasing Power. 

Taking up specifically the charge 
that the scarcity of goods in Iussia 
is due to the blockade which was 
removed July 8, 1920, and the state- 
ment that the demand for manu- 
factured goods in Russia is so great 
and the purchasing power of the 
soviets so vast that it is almost im- 
possible to determine the capacity 
of the Russian market to imports, 
Secretary Hughes wrote: 

“Though there is almost no limit 
to the amount and Variety of com- 
modities urgently needed by Rus- 
sia, the purchasing power of that 
country is now at a minimum and 
the demand must consequently re- 
main unsatisfied. . The attitude 
and action of the present employees 
in Russia have tended to under- 
mine its political and economic re- 
lations with other countries. The 
IRtussian people are unable to obtain 
credit which might otherwise be 
based on the vast potential wealth 
of Russia and are compelled to be 
deprived of commodities immediate- 
ly necessary for consumption, raw 
materials and permanent productive 
equipment. It should not be 
overlooked that there has been a 
steady degeneration in even those 
industries in. soviet Russia that 
were not dependent upon imports 
of either raw material or partly fin- 
ished products nor in which has 
there been any shortage of labor. 
... There can be no relation of the 
failure of all these industries’ to 
blockades or civil war, for most of 
them require no imports, and the 
men mobilized since the soviet rev- 
olution. were far léss in number 
than before that event. 


Restrictions Already Lifted. 
ieee 


“Restrictions on direct trade with 
Russia were removed by the United 
States on July 8, 1920. The con- 
clusion of treaties of peace with the 
Baltic states enabled Russia freely 
to enter upon trade with Europe 
and the United States. Both Amer- 
ican and European goods have been 
sold to Russia, but the volume of 
trade has been unimportant, due to 
the inability of Russia to pay for 
imports. 

“It is untrue that agents purport- 
ing to be representatives of the so- 
called bolshevist commissariat of 
foreign trade have placed immense 
orders for the purchase of goods in 
the United States, Europe and Asia. 
It is estimated that perhaps six and 
one-half billion dollars’ worth of 
orders have been booked. But ship- 
ments asa result of these orders 
have been made only in small vol- 
ume because the soviet agents were 
unable either to pay cash or to ob- 
tain credit so as to insure the de- 
livery of the goods ordered.” 

Practically No Gold. 

In reality, Secretary Hughes says, 
transfers of Russian gold to other 
countries have been small, and at 
the most liberal estimate the 
soviets have not more than $175,- 
000,000 of gold in their possession. 
Even the immediate expenditure of 
the whole .amount in the United 
States, he points out, would have 
no pronounced or lasting effect on 
American trade or industry, and it 
might “take away the scant hope 
that is left of a sound reorganiza- 
tion of the Russian system of cur- 
rency and finance.” 

There have been since December 
18, 1920, Secretary Hughes informs 
Mr. Gompers, no restrictions on 
financial transactions between the 
United States and Russia, although 
there is no assurance that the mint 
or the reserve banks will accept 
Russian gold, as public institutions 
must be assured that title is not 
open to question. 

No Goods for Export. 
“The facts” in regard to supplies 


in Russia available for export, Mr. 
Hughes wrote, “completely refute”

Large Industrial and Com- 
mercial Concerns of At- 
lanta Are Giving Liber- 
ally to Great Cause. 


Twenty-eight hundred students of 
Georgia Tech, some in mufti but 
more in the uniform of the R. O. 
T. C.. will march through Atlanta’s 
downtown streets this morning at 
10:30 o’clock. This will be their 
appeal for Atlanta’s whole-hearted 
and ungrudging aid in the campaign 
for a greater Georgia through a 
greater Georgia Tech. 

Atlanta is raising $1,500,000 of 
the $5,000.000 which will be given 
to make the institution what it 
should be. The Tech students have 
given the same caliber of aid in 
the campaign the alumni of the 
school have given in building Geor- 
gia. The demonstration this morn: 
ing will be a tangible evidence of 
what has been done and what can 
be done. 

Simultaneously with the start of 
the student march from Whitehall 
at Garnett, twenty-five teams, under 
the supervision of Albert 8S. Adams, 
chairman, and Robert Gregg, co- 
chairman, will begin their inten- 
sive work on the city-wide cam- 
paign. Twenty-five captains will 
lead their army of some 200 enthu- 
siastic workers, already imbued 
with the confidence of victory be- 
cause of their belief in the justice 
of their cause. The initial sub- 
scriptions committee, headed by 
Thomas H. Daniel, is still at work, 
having reported encouraging suc- 
cess during last week. 

Generous Response, 

The larger industrial and commer: 
cial concerns of the city have come 
through with their subscriptions 
readily and generously. The ini- 
tial subscriptions committees have 
been, meeting quick reSponses on 
every hand, and have everywhere 
found the leaders. of Atlanta Cog- 
nizant of Tech's Value and Tech's 
needs. The workers with Mr. Dan- 
lel have given their time and 
thought to the movement, just as 
those under Messrs. Adams_ and 
Gregg will do until their phase of 
the campaign has been completed. 

At a gigantic rally in the Audi- 
torium last week, Atlanta acclaimed 
the purpose of the drive: to make 
Tech an adeqyate institution for 
the industrial development Georgia 
needs and—in the words af one of 
the greatest of Tech alumni, Floyd 
C. Furlow—give Georgia the key to 
riches by training men to develop 
her resources. Mr. Furlow. presi- 
dent of the Otis Elevator company, 
has confirmed his belief in Tech by 
making a personal gift of $15.000 
to the cause. 

The concert by the Tech band, 
which was to have been given Sat- 
urday night at Five Points, but 
which was made imposible by the 
rain, Will be given Monday night 
mt 7:30 oclock. Here, at Five 
Points, “Wop” Roman and his band 
will render “Ramblin’ Wreck,” and| 
the attendant snappy melodies, as 
is the wont of that aggregation. 
The Tech Four, a great quartet, will 
be there to prove that their voices 
and harmonies are yet unhurt by 
the great support they have given 
the campaign thus far—even dur- 
ing the entire extent of the Tech 
industrial tour. 

Two-Fold Proposition. 

The Tech industrial tour, by the 
way, which visited the chief cities 
ot the state, developed qa two-fold 
Froposition. First, that the state 
of Georgia is behind the drive to a 
man and will give every cent asked 
of it; second, that the balance of 
the state is looking confidently on 
Atlanta to do her share. As Mayor 
Key expressed it: 

“If Atlanta doesn’t raise her quo- 
ta, she will be the only city in the 
State to fail!” 

In addition to the interest in the 
Monday parade which will be af- 
forded by a glimpse at the sturdy 
figures and clean-cut faces of the 
Students at Georgia Tech, much in- 
terest will be aroused in the mili- 


tary display. Howitzers, three-inch 
&uns, tractors and trucks, caissons 
and other mobile impedimenta of 
an army on the march wll be 
brought before the view of Atlanta. 

The parade will march from Gar- 
mrett north on Whitehall to Peach- 
tree, down Peachtree past the re- 
viewing Stand at Five Points, on 
out Peachtree to North avenue and 
west on North avenue to Grant 
field, where maneuvers will be com- 
pleted. 

Plans Future Extension. 

Expanded to the extent of $5,000,- 
000 worth of new buildings and 
equipment, Tech will be content to 
breathe easily for the time. But 
by no means Will this increased 
strength kill Tech’s ambitions and 
aspirations, for it has already 
planned future expansion calling 
for the addition of eleven other nec- 
essary buildings, which are to house 
the academic and administration 
departments; mechanical engineer- 
ing, experimental engineering, draw- 
ing and mechanics, an auditorium, 
armory and annex to the Y. M. C.A., 
and three distinct buildings to meet 
the exigencies of some future 
crisis. Among these plans for the 
future is included extensive elabo- 
ration of the athletic field, parade 
ground and stadium. 

Greater Tech enthusiasts thus 
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Freezing Weather 
Over All Country 
On Sunday Night 


Death Toll of Tornadoes 
Over Hundred — Much 
Suffering Reported. 


Chicago, April 17.—From the 
Rocky mountains to the Atlantic 
coast freezing temperatures were 
registered Sunday night, according 
to government meteorologists here. 

The storm that swept northeast 
TeXas and crossed Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Alabama, causing’ mil- 
lions of dollars in property damage 
and great loss of life, was followed 
by low temperatures, it was stated. 

According to Henry J. Cox, fed- 
eral meteorologist, freezing tem- 
peratures. were registered as far 
south as central Texas Sunday 
night, and on a northeast line to 
the Red River valley, through Mis- 
souri, southern Illinois, and up the 
Ohio river valley to the seaboard 
region. The states of Nebraska, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illli- 
nois, Indiana, were also experienc- 
ing freezing temperatures, he said. 

“As this is the third storm this 
spring to be followed by freezing 
temperatures, the loss to the fruit 
crops will be very great,” he said. 
“Small grains have been hit some- 
what, but not to such an extent.” 

Over Hundred Dead, 

With the progress of the storm“ 
eastward, temperatures raised be- 
tween 4 and 5 degrees, it was stat- 
ed, but not enough to prevent heavy 
frosts.

heavy rainstorms which 


swept over six southern states late/ 


Friday and Saturday will reach one 
hundred was indicated by reports 
coming from isolated sections to- 
night, while the loss to property 
and crops will run into the mil- 
lions. The known dead tonight to- 
tal ninety-two. 

Many of the storm-swept sections 
are still shut off from wire con- 
nection with surrounding country 
und reports of additional casualties 
are slowly coming in from. relief 
parties, sent out to the deyastated 
regions, 

Loss in Georgia. 

In Georgia, where a heavy wind 
and rainstorm struck at Rome, the 
property loss will exceed $200,000, 
it was reported. 

The dead in Arkansas exceed fifty 
and twenty lives were lost in Lexas. 
Ten were killed in Alabama when 
the twister, cutting a swath a mile 
wide in its most violent aspects 


and accompanied by a high wind of, 


much greater scope, proceeded east- 
ward. Five are dead in Mississippi; 
hundreds are injured and the prop- 
erty loss, both in crops and build- 
ings, will total many millions. 

The second part of the double hur- 
ricane. sweeping the north and cen- 
tral west states, brought snow 
storms that in Iowa, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Illinois reached a 
depth in some places of a foot, and 
caused great damage in sleet storms 
and terrific winds throughout its 
course. Tee Wisconsin hay crop 
has been heavily hit, fruit trees in 
many sections were irreparably 
nipped, and Sunday many sections 
were still suffering from wrecked 
telegraph and telephone communica- 
tions, 


ALL ATLANTA SHIVERING 
AS MERCURY TAKES DROP. 

The spirit of the bunco ring has 
taken hold of the weather, and Jack 
Frost on Sunday proved himself 
the smoothest con man on record. 
After luring peach and apple blos- 
soms to come out, he is now threat- 
ening a state-wide frost. 

The warnings of frost were not 
officially sent out, as the local of- 
fice is closed on Sundays, but the 
indications, as judged by an observ- 
er without an overcoat, pointed 
overwhelmingly in that direction. 

The weather man at Washington, 
D. C., feeling that distance assured 
his safety, added insult to injury 
by promising that the southern part 
of Georgia was going to experience 
even colder weather today. The 
skies will be unclouded, he said, 
but the thermometer will remain 
uncomfortably low. 

Peach and apple buds were not 
the only victims of Jack Frost's 
Lbunco promises. When the sun 
shone Sunday morni#®, many an un- 
suspecting mortal decided that 
spring had really come at last, and 
sallied gayly forth, only to hurry 
home in the evening nursing a lusty 
cold. The chilly wind penetrated 
straw hats and summer suits with 
uncormmfortable ease and disastrous 
results. At midnight Sunday ther- 
mometers downtown registered 38. 

A census of the housewives who 
have completed’ spring’ cleaning, 
only to have to light the furnace 
fires again and thereby bring new 
‘lust into the rooms, would prob- 
ably include more than half the 
housekeepers’ of Atlanta. After 
having been taken in several] times 
by bunco promises of spring, they 
will have to be “shown for cer- 
tain” before they will put away 
winter wraps and conduct spring 
house cleaning again.

South Decatur and East 
Lake Cars Collide and 
Motorman and Conduc- 
tor Jump to Save Lives. 


WERE FIXING TROLLEY 
AT TIME OF ACCIDENT 


Curve Prevents Motor- 
man of East Lake Car 
From Seeing One in 
Front in Time to Stop. 


Approximately twenty people were 
injured, several seriously, Sunday 
afternoon between Thompson and 
Clifton stations, when an East Lake 
car running at a high rate of speed 
crashed into a crowded South De- 
catur street car which had been 
stranded on a curve, the impact of 
the running car causing the other 
to be sent down the incline on a 
wild ride, featured by screams of 
women and frightened occupants. 
Both cars were bound for the city.

Miss Nellie Cotton, of 535 Capitol 
avenue; slight injuries to the face 
and hands.

Employees Injured. 

R. W. Hicks and R. J. Atkinson, 
conductor and motorman of the 
South Decatur car, received sprain- 
ed legs when they jumped from the 
top of their car, where they were 
engaged adjusting the trolley, 
which it is said was the cause of 
the break-down. At the approach 
of the Hast Lake car; seeing that 
@ collision could hot be avoided 
they leaped for their lives.

Before the passengers could be 
warned of the approaching danger 
the crash occurred, injuring a large

RAIL CHIEFS PLAN 
WAGE CUT DRIVE 


Consolidated Hearing, In- 
volving 100 Roads, Will 
Start Monday—Each to 
Enter Own Testimony. 


Chicago, April 17.—Railway man- 
agemrents of nearly one hundred 
tonight to 
their first big drive tomor- 
row for a reduction of labor wages. 

A consolidated hearing, at which 
wage disputes will be presented 
from throughout the country, will 
begin tomorrow before the United 
States railroad labor board. All 
of the roads ask a reduction in un- 
exwilled labor wages and sevetal ask 
blanket reductions for all em- 
ployees. 

It was indicated tonight that the 
question of the legality of the board 
conducting the hearing with three 
vacancies unfilled and only six 
members present would be brought 
up at the opening session. The 
nominations for the vacancies were 
sent to the senate for confirmation 
by President Harding Saturday, but 
some of the parties to the present 
dispute were understood to be seek- 
ing delay until the new members 
are actually present. 

By a reeent ruling of the board 
all wage disputes presented for de- 
cision up to date will be included 
in the hearing. Sixty roads had 
been docketed yesterday and at 
least half of that number remained 
to be added tomorrow. 

According to railway officials 
each carrier is expected to present 
its own testimony. Representa- 
tives of the roads will appear first. 
The board recently announced that 
eight hours would be allowed each 
side for oral testimony and argu- 
ment, 

The employees whese committee 
will be headed by B. M. Jewell, pres- 
ident of the railway department of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
will handle their case through the 
union organization representatives. 
Heads of four of the big brother- 
hoods will be present to conduct the 
defense in disputes brought by the 
roads which desire to cut the wages 
of train service employees. 

The employees’ committe has pre- 
pared exhibits showing cost of liv- 
ing and comparative wages in other 
industries for similar labor. These 
will be filed with the board. 

Under the transportation act. con- 
ferences must be held between the 
carrier and its employees on any 
question of revised wages or work- 
ine conditions. The disputes to- 
morrow will have all resulted from 
failure to agree in such conferences.

Alexander Cronkhite at Camp Lewis, 
Tacoma, two and a half years ago, 
was made here today by Robert 
Rosenbluth, formerly a captain in 
the army engineer corps; 
bluth, who was arrested here on a 
charge of murder and released later 
On $25,000 bail, was accused in an 
alleged confession made by Sergt. 
Roland P. Pothier, at Tacoma, of 
having ordered him to shoot the ma- 
jor, promising him protection if he 
performed the deed. 

Rosenbluth, who is at the home of 
his attorney here, declare@4 Major 
Cronkhite was “the best liked man 
in the outfit,”’ and asserted that ths 
department of justice agents had 
blundered in their investigation of 
the case. 

“It was to satisfy a private ven- 
geance,’’ he said, “and to hang onto 
their jobs, that I was accused of the 
murder.”’ 

The idea of a premeditated con- 
Spiracy to shoot Major Cronkhite, 
Rosenbluth declared, was impossi- 
bie, as the major was in the hos- 
pital four days previous to the 
shooting, and no one knew he was 
to be with the skeleton regiment 
on the day of their hike. 

Not at Rifle Practice. 

“The eontrary to public optnfon,” 
he said, “we were not at rifle prac- 
tice on the day of the conflict. A 
skeleton regiment had been formed 
and it was to be a practice march, 
instructions in map drawing and the 
setting up of fleld kitchens. Owing 
to a change in officers I, who was 
the commanding officer of Comnany 
D, was marching at the head of the 
column with Company A. Owing to 
a machine gun outfit practicing 
nearby. our plans were changed and 
we took a different route than the 
one originally planned. 

“When we came =wpon Major 
Cronkhite and Sergeant Pothier, I 
halted the column which I was com- 
manding. about forty yards away. 
Apparently’ Major Cronkhite was 
passing the time away practicing 
with his’ pistol on a tobacco can. 
and after halting the men I walked 
up, and on the third shot he said 
to me.«“I got it. Rosey.” and a seéc- 
ond later said, “My God. I’m shot!” 

Rosenbluth said he immediately 
gave orders for the regimental phy- 
sician to come forward, and others 
who understood artificial respira- 
tion, as they all thought he was suf- 
fering from heart attack until a 
bugler discovered the wound. 

No Suspicion Raised. 


“Not a breath of suspicion.” said 
Rosenbluth, “‘was ever raised during 
the remaining two and a half months 
I remained in the army after the 
accident, and during that time my 
company. in competition, won the 
highest honors in the regiment in 
being made flag company. It was 
through the influence of Major 
Cronkhite that I was transferred 
from Camp Forrest to Camp Lewis

Fifth, Calling a conference of of- 
ficial international trading repre- 
sentatives to eliminate undesirable 
combinations and promote fair com- 
petition.

I know of one big case in whith 
my firm was a creditor, and these 
people did not want to go into 
bankruptcy. They called their 
creditors together and appointed a 
committee to handle their affairs, 
in connection with a member of 
their firm; this firm owed $290,- 
000, and in two years had paid 
every dollar of it, with 8 per cent 
interest, and had $65,000 left, and 
with characters unstained or un- 
tarnished. 

They continued in business, and 
every firm was glad to sell them.

New -York, April 17.—There is 
scme difference of opinion on the 
question of tariff ing business cir- 
cles. There must, of course, be a 
revision that will not only aid in 
producing revenue, but which will 
give protection to industries that 
might otherwise suffer unduly from 
fereign competition. The question 
of building a high tariff wall 
around the country, however, is an- 
other mattegw Manufacturers desire 
to do so, to Keep out foreign com- 
petition, having an eye for the time 


being on the domestic market only, 
but bankers are not so keen, having 
their eyes on the unpaid debts due 
this country and which they see no 
other way of being paid except by 
the sale of goods in this country. 
Assuming that there is a com- 
mercial balance of $4,000,000,000 due 
this country, it must be admitted 
that it would be rather disastrous 
to our own industrial welfare if 
we were called upon to absorb for- 
eign goods to that value. Of course 
it simply cannot be done, and we 
have got to go about it some other 
way.

If we brought 
that money home we would put it 
to work over here. What differ-

COMMODITY PRICE 
RECESSION MEETS 
SMALL RESISTANCE 


The absence of important resis- 
tance to the downward trend of 
commodity prices is again evidenced 
by Dun’s comprehensive list of 
wholesale quotations, which dis- 
closes 61 declines and 19 advances 
last week. This is the- forty-ninth 
consecutive week during which re- 
cessions have predominated; the 
previous week, out of a total of 86 
alterations, 58 were downward, 
while in last week of 1920 there 


were 37 increases and 32 reductions. 

The grain markets were conspic- 
uous during the last week for a 
further break in prices, both in 
the contract list and the cash ar- 
ticle. Export buying. while fairly 
liberal, was not a sufficiently po- 
tent factor to offset the various 
bearish features present, prominent | 
among which were the indications 
of freer marketings by farmers. The 
increasing disposition to unload 
holdings was reflected in larger pri- 
mary arrivals. Partly in sympathy 
with the movement in wheat, the 
other grains declined to lower 
levels. In live meats, demand for 
beef and sheep was well up to the 
supply and only minor changes jn 
quotations were recorded, but hogs 
weakened under heavy arrivals and 
moderate consumptive buying. Pro- 
visions followed the course of the 
raw material. Fairly steady condi-

tions prevailed in dairy products, 
although butter finally vielded 
der pressure of free offerings.
